Teach Students to Smoke. 


Charges are being made against the 
University of California by some of 
Berkeley's citizens. 
They say that it 
is teaching the young to smoke. 


Ever since its foundation there have 
been those who argued that the Uni­ 
versity ruined its students spiritually, 
but never before has there 
been any 
complaint about their physical welfare. 


Some of the more interested ones 
now go so far as to say that the Uni­ 
versity is actually teaching its students 
to smoke. 
The trouble has all come 
about by the extensive tobacco planta­ 
tion which the institution supports near 
the upper Oxford-street entrance to 
the grounds, where there are somel 
sixty or seventy rows of healthy look­ 
ing tobacco plants, comprisihg twenty 
or thirty varieties of the weed. 
V' 


Its location is very prominent, being 
right adjacent to one of the principal 
entrances. 
The tobacco is not dis­ 
tributed among the students, but the 
great cry being raised is that it sets a 
bad example for them. 


Some of the pastors of the various 
Berkeley churches, 
who receive so 
marry letters from parents in various 
ports of the State who have sons at­ 
tending the University, asking that 
they be kept in the straight and narrow 
way, have been looking into tha mat­ 
ter. 
Dr. H. A. Ketch urn of the First 
Presbyterian Church does not approve 
of the idea at all. 
"Not a member of 
the faculty, not a Regent, not a man of 
them approves of smoking," he says 
"It is a curse to manhood 
It looks 
as though the University could find 
some better business. 
The influence 
of that tobacco plantation upon the 
students is undoubtedly very strong, 
and it should be removed." 


Dr. Bentley of the Methodist Church 
thinks that the land could be put to 
much better use as a cornfield or po­ 
tato patch." 
"I decidedly object to 
the University raising tobacco. I sup 
pose that they will next try to perfect 
the culture of opium," said he. 


Captain Keelner, the chief gardner 
of the agricultural department, is very 
much chagrined about the way the 
people are complaining of the Univer­ 
sity growing tobacco. 
"What else are 
the people going to complain about 7" 
+ "They have got nothing else to do but 
kick about me and my tobacco. 
Why 
jdont they stop a lot of the other evils 
; that are going on about the Univer 


It is the general sense among the 
members ol the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union that they take the 
subject up and fight it to the end. 
They are desirous of crushing the to­ 
bacco in the bud, knowing the longer 
it runs the more difficult it would be to 
stop. 
Mrs. Armstrong, 
4 a prominent 
member of that organization, in speak­ 
ing of it the other day said: "Of 
course the faculty should discourage 
the use of tobacco, but how in the 
world are they going to do it and raise 
the stuff on the grounds at the same 
time? 
Any one who has studied the 
evil effects of nicotine would surely be 
against the University proeucing to- 
baoco."—S. F. Examiner.

Poisoned In the Water. 


Jimmy Scott, the ten year old son of 
Floyd R. Scott, 
residing at 1166 
Twentieth 
street, East Oakland, is 
quite ill at his home from blood poi­ 
soning, contracted in a peculiar man­ 
ner. 
A week ago he was one of a 
party of young tolks who went across 
the estuary to the Alameda shore to 
spend a few hours wading in the water. 


The day was hot, and the boys re­ 
mained in the water longer than they 
would have otherwise done. The next 
morning, the Scott boys's limbs were 
swollen double their natural size, and 
were steadily swelling, until his parents 
becoming alarmed sent for a physi­ 
cian, who pronounced the case a very 
dangerous one of blood poisoning. 


The only cause that can be assigned 
for the disease, as the boy was in per­ 
fect health before bathing, is that the 
spot in the water where he remained 
so long was in the direct current of an 
emptying sewef, 
which impregnated 
the water with poison. 


Cheap Power. 


EDITOR G A Z E T T E : — I n these days of 
progress there is much study concern­ 
ing the cheap production of power as 
well as conveying that a long distance 
when obtained. 
Many experiments 
have been made to obtain this end 
through the action of water. The 
cheapest power produced today to any 
great extent is by this element A 
natural fall and accumulation is the 
basis of the power obtained -by the 
water weeel. 
Efforts have been made 
and fSft&rtain extent were successful 
in makffg use of the tides as they rose 
and felL 
By the use of floats at­ 
tached to weights as well as by de­ 
pression of wooden boxes, power has 
been obtained available for use in the 
immediate vicinity. 


The conveyance of power to any 
great distance until electricity has fur­ 
nished a new method could be done 
only to a very small extent on account 
of the great amount of friction which 
increased as to distance. 
This same 
friction 
exists 
today in conveying 
electric power. 
For a long time the 
loss was so great in conveying electri­ 
cal power that it did not pay. New 
dis ;o veries, new inventions and im­ 
provements upon old methods are fast 
changing the conveyance from one that 
would not pay to one in which there 
will be large profits. 


While all these experiments have 
been going with water alone as the 
prime elements but little if anything 
at all has been done with making air 
to serve the same purpose as water. 


Some thirty-eight years ago a man 
in Oregon patented a device to be 
used in connection with a windmill for 
the 
purpose of storing power for 
future US& 
This, of course, had been 
done before, but not to any extent that 
made it of practical use. 
His inven­ 
tion was simply a mechanical one and 
it was upon the coustruction that a 
patent was granted to him. It was 
simple. 
He used the windmill in the 
ordinary way for pumping water for his 
cattle on his ranch, but so constructed 
the machinery that when there was 
more power exerted than was neces­ 
sary to perform the pumping work a 
weight was lifted. 
If the power in the 
wind was not sufficient to do the work 
the weight was then added automati­ 
cally and the work went on until the 
weight run down or the wind died out 
All extra power gained was saved and 
used. 


Now, Mr. Editor, the proposition I 
wish to put forward is from the. fact 
that during eight months of the year, 
Berkeley has the advantage of the 
trade winds which blow quite steadily 
and there is plenty of vacant room on 
the side hills, if not all over town, 
where windmills can be erected and 
the power derived from them can be 
locked up in storage batteries to be used 
at any time and in any place. 


The recent improvements made by 
making lead so very porous, will no 
doubt bring the storage battery into 
more favorable notice so that, what at 
one time was almost impracticable, 


will soon be done with a profit 
Then 
these storage batteries will become a 
great industry, and the air will pri­ 
marily be harnessed to do the bidding 
of man.

How He Mtoaged to Advertise on the 
Walls of Fort Sumter—When the Bees

The experience of a sign painter at 
Fort Snmter makes a diverting story: 


"Yotteee, I got a darky to take me 
over from Charleston in one of those lit­ 
tle boats that they sail down there closer 
to the wind than anything I ever saw 
before. The fort was nnoccnpied except 
by an old soldier, who showed me all 
over the plaoe. ' Have a drink, corporal ?' 
said I to him after awhile. 'No objec­ 
tions, ' said he, and we walked and talk­ 
ed a little further.

FISHING. 


The Process From the Time of the Catch 
to the Canning and Cooking. 


Toward the end of April the sardine 
fishermen along the coast of Brittany 
begin to watch for the bubbling of the 
sardines on the surface of the sea. For 
they know that vast shoals of the little 
fish are on their way from the coast of 
Africa up through the bay of Biscay to 
the north, and that they must be caught, 
if at all, as they pass. 
When any one 
sees the water agitated, word spreads 
rapidly and,the boats put out from the 
shore and race to the shoal. 


When the net is extended, the water 
is "baited" by throwing 
balls of 
"roque" into it. 
As the bait dissolves 
and sinks the sardines rise and remain 
long after to nibble it, and their doom 
is sealed. For this reason "roque" is a 
most important part of the sardine fish­ 
erman's outfit It is made of the eggs of 
mackerel and codfish mixed with clay, 
and is rather expensive, costing from 25 
shillings to 70 shillings a barrel 


Within the curing factories or can­ 
neries everything is buBtle and confu­ 
sion, for there must not be a moment's 
delay in oleaning the fish. All night 
long the work is carried on by the light 
of blazing oil winks. 
The sardines are 
Spread out on benches or tables, where 
salt is dusted over them. 
Then the 
women go along and snip off the heads 
with great scissors. 


The little flat boxes so well known 
to commerce are taken one by. one and 
filled from the glistening pile of. fish, 
after whioh pure olive oil from the 
province of Bari, in Italy, is poured 
over them and the tops soldered on. 


Jn the meantime a great caldron of 
hot water has been raised to the boiling 
point ready for the real operation of 
cooking the fish. The sealed boxes are 
thrown into it and left for two or three 
hours. If any oil appears on the top of 
the water, the master workman knows 
that some oan has not been properly 
soldered, and the loss is charged up to 
the man who did the .work. A good 
workman will not lose more than two 
or three boxes in 100.—New York Re­ 
corder,

The Work of the Heart. 


One of tfie most remarkable things 
about the heart is the amount of work 
it does. Considering the organ as a 
pump whose task is to deliver a known 
quantity of blood against a known 
"head," it is easy to show that in 24 
hours a man's heart does about 184 foot 
tons of work. "In other words," says a 
contemporary, "if the whole, force ex­ 
pended by the heart in 24 hours .were 
gathered into one huge stroke, such a 
power, would lift 124 tons one foot from 
the ground. 
A similar calculation has 
been made respecting the amount of 
work expended by the muscles involved 
in breathing. In 24 hours these muscles 
do about 21 foot tons of work."

BEADS ARE HADE. 


4 M B o f t h e O l d r a t a n d H o s t I n t e i e s U n * of 
t h e M i n o r A r t s . 


Chinese are the oldest beadmakers in 
the world. They hWe made beads so 
long that even theiy historians do not 
mention a time when the industry was 
not ancient And the Chinese today do 
the work just as their forefathers did, 
and the styles are exactly the s a m a 


After the Chinese no people are so ex­ 
pert as the Venetians. At present there 
are more than 1,000 workmen in the is­ 
land of Mnrano alone who are engaged 
in beadmaking. The few manufacturers 
in other parts of the world have all 
learned the secret of the craft in Venice. 
For beadmaking there must be a rope 
walk connected with the glass factory. 
A rope walk is a narrow, straight gal­ 
lery 150 feet long and so situated that 
the middle is not far from the furnaces 
in which the glass is melted. The first 
prooess is the making of ordinary tubes 
like those used in almost every drug 
store. Two brawny workmen with bare, 
brown arms seize a huge wedge of the 
"metal," as the molten glass is called, 
between their blowpipes, and after it 
has been blown hollow they gradually 
stretch it out into a long, swinging rope. 


When it has been reduced to the prop­ 
er size for the beads about to be made, 
it is laid away to cool, after which a 
workman comes along and in a wander- 
fully deft manner chips it into frag­ 
ments of uniform size. Often for small 
beads these are not much larger than a 
grain of wheat, but so carefully is the 
work done that the little cylinders are 
rarely cracked or spoiled. 


The pieces are now picked up by boys 
and plaoed in a tub with sand and ashes 
and stirred np carefully. In this way 
the. holes in the embryo beads are stuffed 
fall, thus preventing the danger of the 
Bides flattening together when heat is 
applied. They (are next plaoed in a skil­ 
let—just such a one as the housewife 
uses in frying eggs—and stirred over a 
very hot fire until the ragged edges 
where the pieces were broken from the 
tube are rounded, giving the bead a 
globular form. 


As soon as they are cool the ashes and 
sand are shaken out of them in a sieve, 
and then they are separated according 
to Blze by other sieves. They are taken 
next to a long table around which a 
whole fiook of boys and girls are sitting. 
. If the glass is colored, as it often is, the 
piles of''beads an the table suggest a 
rainbow, with every hue, from jet black, 
through red, green, yellow and blue, up 
to white. 


Baoh child has a needle and thread, 
and ,by long praotfoe the beads are 
placed on strings with almost incon­ 
ceivable swiftness.
